The highest poiot atiained in January, 1870,
was 70 degrees, while the highest point during
the month just closed was G4 deg., which ex-
ceeded every marking of the previous January
except that of the one day when the thermome-
ter rose to 70 deg. S8ince 1801 there has not
been another oceasion on which a higher mark-
ing than 64 deg. is ghown. But we are required
to zo back to 1501 before we come to a January
in which the lowest point of the past month I8
equalled, when we find the minimum for the
month to have been 1 deg. below zero, that of
January, 1871, having been 7 deg. above zero.
Toe wide range of 57 deg., however, has served
to counteract the mnusual cold which prevailed
for afew days, and to render the mean
temperature of the month 31°30 deg., or
but five-hundredths of a degree below the
average since 1700, and only thirty-eight hun-
dredths of a degree below the average since
1825. The temperature of the month just elosed
was therefore more remarkable for rununing to
the two extromes, than for remnining long ot
either, Yet the extremely cold weather was
unusually severe while it lasted. DBeginning on
the 22d, it lasted until the 20th, the mean tem-
perature of the eight days being but 2160 deg |
or 68 deg. below the mean of January, 1857,
the lowest on record. In many sections of the
city, the thermometer fell somewhat below the
minimum of that at the Pennsylvania Hospltal
during the severely cold week with which we
were recently afflicted. The following gives
the standing of the thermometer at the Mer-
chants’ Exchange during the eight cold days: —

The 23d and the 26th, the two coldest days of
the month, were characlerized by a continuous
full of enow, the depth of seven Inches on the
level being measured by the combined fall of
the two days. When maealted these two snow-
falls together made 1-20 inches of water. The
snow-fall of the 26th alope measnred *94 inch In
water. The first fall of enow during the month,
that of the 8th, measured 2 jnch in water, and
the last, that of the 28th, 24 inch. The entire
fall of enow during the month messured about
10 inches on the level, or 1'7 inches in waler, an
unusual quantity in this loeality.

Hexny Tmernax, Esq., a well-known to-
bacco merchant of New York, dled io that city,
enddenly, on Bunday last, aged forty years. Mr.
Thierman was a native of Germany, but came
to Philadelphia when guite a youth and entered
into the employment ol T, H. Vetterlein, late of
tuis eity, graduslly riging in the estimation of
his employers until he Lecame the resldent
partner of that bouse in New York. In 1805 he
entered into & new copartnership with Mr,
Kuehler, in New York, and Mesers, Gall & Ax,
of Baltimore. His many fise qualities and kind
heart commended bim to a large circle of busi-
nesa and personnl fricuds throughout the Union,
who will sincerely mourn hia early loss, His
funeral took place on Tuesday, at 81, Bartholo-
mew's Protestant Eplscopal Chuoreh, in New
York, and was largely attended by many of the
prominent merchants of that eity.

Trovisions, including bacon, beef,
butter, fish, lard, pork, potatoes, and other mﬁa
tablen, were exported to the wvalue of $36,108,
Boards, cooperage, and other wood manufac-
tures were sent to the value of §79,418. Of eoal,
2200 tons were gont, worth 811,736, The amount
of iron and Iron mannufactures exported, In-
cluding rallroad bars, boilers, machinery, and
nalile, was worth In the aggregate #13,005, Tallow
was gent to the value of $12.020: lichters to the
valne of §37.260; leaf tobacco aod enaff to the
value of #5704; drugs and chemicals to the valne
of 8471; and beer and ale to the amoant of
3000 gallons, worth 1000,

SAFETY AND STRENGTH.
The New Hanking-House of the Terades-

men's Notiomial Baulk.

The Tradesmen's National Bank take pos-
session of their new building at No. 113 SBouth
Third street to-day. This strocture, which is
one of the fineet in the city, covers a lot thirty-
two by lifty feet. The granite quarries at Hal-
lowell, Maine, supplied the material for the
construction of the front. Immediately over
the door a huge, handsomely senlptured block of
granile projects, This is supported by highly
polished Aberdeen granite columns, whlle two
oblopg tablets of the same material on either
side of the entrance give a pleasing effect to
the eye. The windows are sixteen feet in
height, three feet six inches in width, and are
composed of one sheet of plate glass,

The interior of the bullding, the whole of
which lg devoted to the {mrpmsca of o hankiog
room, bus o hefght of thirty-five feet, a widih
of thirty feet, and o depth of forty feet. A
large skylight, seventeen by twenty-three feet,
furnishes the light to this apartment, The
fioor is covered with tiles in black and white
marble, while the walls and ceilings are painted
in imitation of mosaie, giving to the apartment
an unusnally handseme appearance. The desks
and other Inside woodwork are of oak and ash,
The westibule is constructed of hard wood,
highly polished and oiled. The private apart-
ments for the President, Charles H. Rogera,
Eeq., and Cashier, John Castuer, are in the
rear of the banking room, and are models of
neatness and comfort.

The fire-proof vault Is of iteelf a sight, being
of great strength, and surpassed by none in
this city. The sldes, top, and bottom are of

ranlte, dove-tailed and secured by immense
ron bolts. Inglde of this is a burglar-proof
safe, the materinls of which is franklinite and
slecl of a thiickuoess of four inches, Thissafe has
two double locks. Inside of this is another
gafe of a thickoees ol itwo and a half inches,
alzo with two double locks. The strenglh of
the safe and the other arrangements made by
the bank are a guarantee of the safety of the
funds deposited in its vault.

One of the most noticeable featnres of this
building is the elegant frescoing of the interior.
The eurve of the celling is in blue, with classic
arabesques in yellow, and is bordered with ele-
gaut patterns in different colors, The walls are
neatly painted in a sofl dove celor, and are
divided into panels by blue borders filled with
an elegant pattern in yellow. These decorations
are unusually chaste and elegant, the various
patterns being in the best style of Greek decora-
tive art. The general eflect of the interlor Is
exceedingly rich, while there i3 nothing gaody
or extravagant in the colors which cover the
walls and ceilings. It can be said, without ex-
aggeration, that both cxwrnallly and internally
the Tradesmen'siBank 18 one of the most beauti-
ful structures of the kind in this country.

A HORRIBLE DEATH.

A Man Liternlly Hoasted Allyve.

Eliortly alter 1o'clock this morning, Mr. Chas.
Dutilh, residing at No. 811 8, Broad street, was
aroused from his slumbers by an alarm of fire,
Perceiving a strong odor of burning wood, he
rrm:eeded to the rear of the house, and throw-
ng open the shutters of a window, he saw the
upper portion of his stable in flames. By this
time the police of the Fifth distriet had arrived,
and by their exertions three valuable horses,
three carriages, and a lot of harness wore anved
from the fhunes. The firemen were also prompt
in responding to the alarm, and confined the fire
to the upper story ulone. Soon the startling
apnouncement wag made that a buman béing
wos o the midst of the flery furnace into which
the hay-loft had by this time been convertad.
All efforts to save him were fruitless, and when
the fire was extioguished naught remalped but
a mass of charred remaing, which was barely
recognlzable as having ever beenfhuman.

Alderman Massey, acting Corouver, this morn-
ivg beld an lovestigation of the matter. From
the testimony elicited, it appears that the de-
censed, Chuarles MceDermott, aged 23 years, a
coachman In the employ of Mr. Dutilh, was in
the Labit of gleepivg in the hayloft over the
stable, where he had a bed. Last night he came
home shortly before 12 o'clock, and, takiog a
lighted capdie, retired to his quarters in the
loft, It is supposed the unfortunate man laid
down upon the bed, and unconscionsly dropped
asleep, leaving his candle burning, whch in
time géet fire to the bedding and thos cansed the
conflagration. The body presented a horrlble
elght the flesh having been burned entirely
from the body, and in some places the houes
even were reduced Lo a cinder.
